PUBLIC  HEARING  —  To  consider  response  to  the  Metropolitan 
Transportation  Commission  staff   recommendations  contained  in 
the  report.    Bay  Area  New  Rail  Transit   Starts  and  Extensions. 

Mr.   Douglas  Wright,    Director  of  Planning  and  Development, 
recommended  endorsement  of  the  BART  extension  to  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,    endorsement  of  the  overall 
goals  and  objectives  of  developing  a  long  range  program, 
supporting  the  three  highest  priority  projects:      (1)     the  Muni 
Metro  Embarcadero  turnaround   facility,    (2)      the  BART/Daly  City 
turnback   facility,    and    (3)     a   series  of  Caltrain  improvements! 
He  said  that  the  proposed  resolution  reaffirms  the  priorities 
attached  to  other  proposed  Municipal  Railway  projects  which 
will  be  considered  in  the  MTC  hearing  process,   and  disagrees 
with  the  low  priority  given  the  proposed  E-Line  project. 

Commissioner  Sanger  suggested  that  since  both  the  E  and  F  lines 
are  contemplated  to  use  historic  vehicles  and  share  trackage 
over  part  of  their  routes,    they  should  be  considered  as  one 
project  with  two  branches. 

President  McCrea  opened  the  meeting  for  public  comments. 

Mr.    Richard  B.   Morten,    representing  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,   said  the  Board  of  Directors  endorsed  the  MTC  staff 
recommendations  and  urged  the  Commission  to  adopt  the  procosed 
resolution .  ^  r-  f 

Mr.   Norman  Rolfe,    representing  San  Francisco  Tomorrow, 
expressed  concern  about  the  priorities  given  to  various 
projects.     He  said  that  the  Muni  Metro  Loop  at  the  Embarcadero, 
the  E  and  F  lines,    the  J  line  extension,    and  the  Muni  Metro 
extension  to  4th  and  Townsend  Streets  should  receive  top 
priority.     If  the  Mission  Bay  Project  is  built,  he  said  that 
Mum  Metro  should  be  extended  through  the  project  area  with  the 
developer  paying  the  cost  of  such  extension.     He  spoke  in  favor 
of  upgrading  CalTrains   service  by  extending  service  to  a 
terminal   closer   to  Market  Street. 

Mr.  Richard  Sklar  pointed  out  that  the  proposed  extension  of 
BART  to  the  airport  would  not  terminate  at  the  airport  but 
across  the  street.     Additional  funds  would  be  needed  to  go  into 
the  airport  and  to  build  stations  in  San  Mateo  County.  He 
suggested   that  a  subway  extension  of  CalTrains   to  downtown 
would  be  more  beneficial. 

Mr.   Jeff  Carter  spoke   in   favor  of  extending  CalTrains  to 
downtown  to  relieve  traffic  congestion  in  the  101  corridor.

Mr.   Michael  McGill,    Executive   Director,    San  Francisco  Planning 
and  Urban  Research  Association,    said   that  SPUR's  policy  is  that 
none  of   the  $90  million  1-280  Transfer  Study  money  should  be 
spent  on  the  CalTrains  extension.      SPUR's  Transportation 
Committee  recommends  endorsing   the  MTC  plan-     However,    it  is 
felt  that   San  Mateo  County  must  buy  into  the  BART  system.  If 
San  Mateo  chooses  not  to  buy  into  the  system  and  CalTrans 
proposes   to  upgrade   its  system  to  a  high  capacity,    peak  and 
off-peak   service,    then  MTC  should  reconsider   its  priorities. 

The  public  hearing  was  closed. 

Commissioner  Sanger  said  that  the  plan  calls  for  three  BART 
projects— one  for  each  county.     He  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  City  IS  not  prepared  to  add  another  BART  line  within  the 
City.     Therefore,    the  only  way  for  San  Francisco  to  access  BART 
funding  commitments  is  to  extend  BART  to  the  airport  on 
City-owned  land  and  hope  that  San  Mateo  County  will  participate 
and  fund  stations  for  its  residents. 

Commissioner  Sanger  amended  the  proposed  resolution  to  state 
that  the  Commission  endorses  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  position 
and  the  MTC  recommendations  regarding  a  BART  extension  to  the 
San  Francisco  Airport  as  a   fulfillment  of  previous  BART 
commitments  to  serve  San  Francisco.

Resolution  No.   84-0013   —  Regarding   final  determination  for 
permit  application  at  490  Second  Street  for  the  Transit  Impact 
Development  Fee . 

Mr.   S.   O.    Erickson,    representing  the  property  owners,  appealed 
the  staff  determination  on  two  points,   the  lack  of  notice  and 
equity.     He  stated  that  the  City  had  not  mailed  notices  to 
those  who  had  building  applications  on  file  with  the  Department 
of  City  Planning.     In  this  case,    escrow  closed  one  day  after 
the   fee  became  effective.      Regarding  equity,   he  said  that  the 
building   is   in  a  M-1   zoning  district  which  requires  the 
provision  of  one  parking  space  for  each  500  sq.   ft.   of  office 
space.     Such  a  requirement   is  not   imposed  in  a  C-3  district 
which  is  where  the  bulk  of  office  space  exists  in  San 
Francisco.     He  said  that  this  amounts  to  an  additional   "tax"  of 
$ . 73  per  square   foot . 

Mr.  Thomas  Jordan,   Director  of  Special  Services,   reported  that 
the  City  Attorney  has  ruled  that   it  is  not  a  valid  legal 
objection  to  suggest  that   the   fee   is  onerous  to  a  group  of 
people,    such  as  M-1  property  owners,   and  therefore  it  should  be 
discontinued  or  discounted . 

President  McCrea  pointed  out  that  the  Transit  Impact 
Development  Fee   is  an  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
As  such,    this  Commission  does  not  have  the  authority  to  make 
changes  to  it.     He  requested  that   staff  submit  possible 
changes,   after  the  outcome  of  pending  litigation,  for 
recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

MTC  New  Rail  Transit  Starts  and  Extensions 

Policy  Comments 
San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  strongly  supports  the  MTC  effort 
to  develop  a  regional  long-range  program  of  new  rail  starts  and  extensions, 
and  appreciates  the  priority  attached  to  the  proposed  Municipal  Railway 
projects  in  the  initial  MTC  recommendations.     We  offer  for  consideration  the 
following  policy  comments; 

o      The  PUC  strongly  concurs  with  the  priority  attached  to  the  proposed  MUNI 
Metro  Turnaround  and  Breakout  project.     This  project,  which  would  provide 
an  estimated  potential  capacity  increase  of  68%  in  the  MUNI  subway 
operation,  is  viewed  as  critical  to  PUC  objectives  ^imed  at  meeting 
forecast  travel  demand.    Given  the  high  level  of  productivity  to  be 
realized  by  this  project,  and  its  comparatively  modest  capital  cost,  it  is 
felt  that  the  project  is  a  very  strong  candidate  for  UMTA  Rail 
Modernization  discretionary  assistance. 

o      The  PUC  concurs  with  the  priority  attached  to  both  the  MUNI  METRO  J  Line 
Connection  and  the  MUNI  Metro  Extension  to  the  Southern  Pacific  (CALTRANS) 
terminal.     It  is  felt  that  both  projects  may  be  candidates  for  UMTA 
Section  3  funds. 

o      The  PUC  disagrees  with  the  priority  established  for  the  proposed  E  Line 
project.     Currently,  this  project  is  at  the  same  point,  procedurally,  as 
the  Turnaround/Breakout  and  Extension  to  SP  projects,  i.e.,  environmental 
documentation  (DEIS/EIR)  is  nearly  complete.     Given  that,  recognizing  that 
the  proposed  E  Line  (in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  F-Line)  will  have  a 
daily  ridership  forecast  to  exceed  26,000,  and  given  its  comparatively  low 
$21  million  capital  cost  estimate,  the  PUC  feels  that  this  project  should 
be  made  part  of  the  Stage  1  construction  program.     Moreover,  the  E  Line 
project,  when  integrated  with  the  proposed  Emtarcadero  Roadway  project, 
represents  the  major  transportation  element  in  the  implementation  of  the 
City's  Northeast  Waterfront  Plan. 

o      The  PUC  reaffirms  its  intention,  per  the  MTC  report  recomm.endation,  to 
undertake  corridor  studies  in  the  Bayshore  and  Geary  corridors. 
Furthermore,  the  PUC  assumes  that  should  viable  rail  projects  eirerge  from 
either  of  these  studies  at  a  future  time,  that  the  MTC  capital  program 
will  be  receptive  to  such  projects,  in  the  context  of  continuing 
evaluation  and  decisions  on  Bay  Area  priorities. 


MTC  New  Rail  Transit  Starts  and  Extensions 
Technical  Clarifications 
San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 


The  following  corrections  and  clarifications  to  the  New  Rail 
Transit  Starts  and  Extensions  Appendix  are  submitted  in  order 
to  improve  the  accuracy  of  the  report. 

1.  (Page  9)   The  San  Francisco  population  figures  should  be 
corrected,   to  680,000  and  690,000. 

2.  (Page  11)   With  regard  to  the  $33  million  cost  estimate  cited 
for  the  E  Line,   it  would  be  useful  to  indicate  that  this 
figure  includes  the  estimated  cost  of  the  maintenance/ 
storage  facility  for  the  E  and  F  Line  vehicles.     This  es- 
timate is  $11.7  million,  and  the  E  Line  estimate  is  $21.5 
million . 

3 .  (Page  14 )   There  are  several  clarifications  to  the  description 
of  the  proposed  F  Line  project: 

a.  The  F  Line  is  not  being  addressed  within  the  scope  of  the 
1-280  DEIS/EIR,  as  is  indicated.    (Item  k)     A  final 
planning  study  to  resolve  alignment,  platform  design,  and 
terminal  issues  will  be  undertaken  during  1984,  and  this 
will  include  any  necessary  environmental  documentation. 

b.  Engineering  work  is  not  anticipated  to  begin  until  after 
the  completion  of  the  aforementioned  planning  study,  or  in 
July,   1985.     Construction  is  scheduled  to  take  place  between 
November,   1986,  and  September,   1988.    (Item  r) 

c.  The  F  Line  will  utilize  a  fleet  of  Historic  trolleys,  which 
will  be  stored  and  maintained  at  a  proposed  E  and  F  Line 
facility,  not  at  MUNI  Metro.    (Item  g) 

d.  Questions  outstanding  on  the  F  Line  project  include  the 
connection  route  to  the  E  Line  and  the  location  and  alignment 
of  western  terminus.     Several  E  Line  connection  routes  are 
being  examined  in  the  1-280  study,  e.g.,  Market  Street, 
Howard  Street,  et.al.     The  1984  planning  study  will  address 
the  question  of  a  western  terminus,  i.e..  Civic  Center 
Plaza  versus  a  point  further  west  on  Market,  and  then 
accomplish  technical  and  environmental  anlaysis  on  selected 
alignments.      (Item  s)

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 


Highlights 

With  precipitation  continuing  to  be  above  normal  in  all  of  our  mountain  watersheds, 
reservoir  levels  at  Hetch  Hetchy,  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  at  the  end  of  1983 
are  ahead  of  last  year  at  the  same  time.    Holm  and  Kirkwood  Powerhouses  continue  to 
generate  at  maximum  capacity  around  the  clock,  with  Moccasin  Powerhouse  operating  at 
its  normal  mode.    Despite  the  exceptional  water  conditions  to  date,  whether  the 
reservoirs  will  fill  and  spill  at  the  end  of  the  spring  runoff  will  be  dependent 
upon  the  winter  snowpacks.    We  will  have  a  handle  on  the  prospects  as  soon  as  the 
results  of  the  first  snow  survey  are  in  during  the  first  week  of  February. 

The  Canyon  Penstock,  which  delivers  water  to  the  generating  units  at  Kirkwood 
Powerhouse,  has  developed  a  leak.    The  cause  of  the  leak  appears  to  be  a  slippage 
of  a  penstock  section  from  its  anchoring  point.     Emergency  repairs  to  temporarily 
stop  the  leakage  are  being  scheduled  for  Saturday,  January  21,  while  a  permanent 
solution  is  being  determined. 


During  the  month  of  December,  the  Motive  Power  Division  delivered  6,302,800  kilo- 
watthours  of  energy  to  the  Municipal  Railway.

Mr ,   McMorr is  Dow,    Utilities  General  Counsel ,   advised  the 
Commi ssion  that   if   it  were  true  that  the  company  is  not 
signatory  to  an  apprenticeship  agreement,    it   is  a  matter  of  the 
Commission's  discretion  to  either  award  the  contract  to  them  or 
reject  their  bid. 

Mr.   Leo  Jed,    Deputy  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  PUC, 
stated  that  staff  started   invest igat ion  of  this  matter  as  a 
result  of  the  protest  received  this  morning.     So  far  they  have 
found  that  Overhead  Electric  Company  is   signatory  to  an 
approved  program  for   inside   line  work.

Commissioner  Sanger  requested   inclusion  of  the  Building  Code's 
definition  of   floor  area  as  a   footnote  to  Interpretative 
Guideline  No,  1. 

Mr,   Howard  Wexler,   attorney  representing  Savoy  Corporation, 
stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  ordinance   is  to  charge  a  fee  for 
new  developments   in  the  downtown  area  which  are  related 
directly  to  the  incremental   financial  burden  upon  the  Municipal 
Railway.     He  said  that  since  parking   is  not  a  principal  use, 
then  it  must  be  ancillary  to  office  use.     He  asked  how  parking 
differed   from  other  ancillary  uses  so  far  as  application  of  the 
fee  was  concerned .     He  suggested  clearly  excluding  parking  from 
the  fee. 
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President  Lenvin  said  that   such  an  exclusion  would  require 
amendment  of   the  Transit   Impact  Development  Fee  Pegulations, 

Mr.   Wexler  questioned  the  use  of   the  Building  Code  to  determine 
gross  square   footage  for  calculating  the   fee  as  opposed  to 
using  occupied  floor  area . 

Commissioner  Sanger   requested  an  executive  session  to  continue 
discussion  of  this  matter   since  there   is   litigation  pending. 

Mr .   Wexler  agreed  to  cont inue  the  appeal  of  the  Savoy- 
Corporation  on  990  Kearny  Street  until  the   litigation  is 
completed . 

Consideration  of  the  Interpretative  Guidelines  and  the  Savoy- 
Corporation  appeal  were  continued  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.

Item  No.    12  —   Report  of  the  San  Francisco  Paratransi t 
Coordinating  Council , 

Mr .   Jerry  Peters ,   Vice  Chairman ,    Paratransi t  Coordinating 
Council,   read  a  prepared  statement  concerning  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  paratransit  services   funded  by  the  Commission.  He 
said   that  the  service  had  vastly  improved ;    nonetheless ,  the 
paratransit  broker  currently  has  a  waiting  list  of  1,091 
persons  who  are  certified  paratransit  dependent   for  the  taxi 
program.     He  said  that  it  would  be  easy  to  request  an 
additional  $470,000  to  take  care  of  the  existing  demonstrated 
need  for  paratransit  services.     Such  an   increase  would  be  72% 
over  this   fiscal  year ' s   funding .     He  mentioned  other  steps 
which  could  be  taken  or  are  being  taken  to  meet  the  need  for 
paratransit   services .     Although  it   is  difficult  to  guage  the 
effect  of  the  non- funding  measures ,   he  requested  that  the 
Commission  authorize  the  expenditure  of  an  addit ional  $300 , 000 
for   fiscal  year  1984-85   for  paratransit  services. 

Ms.   Sharon  George,    representing  the  Mayor  *  s  Council  on 
Disability  Concerns ,    expressed  appreciation  for  the 
improvements  that  have  been  made   in  paratransit   service.  She 
supported  the  request   for  an  additional   $300,000  to  handle 
those  who  are  already  certified   for  service. 

Ms.   MaryLou  Goeke,   Associate  Director  of  Catholic  Social 
Services  and  President  of  the  Coalition  of  Agencies  Serving  the 
Elderly,    urged  the  Commission  to  increase  paratrans i t 
services.     She  pointed  out  that  there  are  11,000  "frail 
elderly"    in  San  Francisco  to  whom  transportation  services  are 
critical.     She   identified  the   "frail  elderly"   as  being 
generally  over  75  years  of  age,   with  two  or  more  debilitating 
health  conditions  which  cause   frequent  hospitalization  and  on  a 
limited  income. 

Commissioner  Sanger   inquired  as  to  the  opportunity  for 
achieving  economies  of  scale  by  combining  various  private  van 
services   in  the  Ci  ty .     Ms .   Goeke  replied  that  the  paratransit 
broker  was  approached  by  several   agencies  wanting  to  purchase 
services.     The  broker  decided   it  would  not  be   feasible  to  enter 
into  such  a  contract. 
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Mr.   Tom  Jordan,    Director  of  Special   Services,    said  that  these 
agencies   joined  together  and  obtained  private   funding  for 
purchasing  vans  with  the  condition  that   the  agencies  establish 
a  separate  paratransit   service.     The  agencies  are  now  looking 
at  where  down  the  line  the  two  systems  might  be  integrated. 

President  Lenvin  expressed  concern  about  vehicle  utilization 
throughout   the  day.     She  said  that  coordination  is  critical  to 
see  that   for  the  dollars  spent  all   the  equipment   is  used  to  its 
maximum.     Another  area  she  cited  as  needing  coordination  is  the 
escort  program  funded  by  the  Police  Department  which  uses  taxi 
script ,     She  said  that   the  taxi   script  portion  of  the  program 
should  be   funneled  through  the  paratransit  broker.     So  far, 
coordination  between  agencies  has  been  extremely  difficult. 

Commissioner  Sanger  said  that  he  would  be  extremely  reluctant 
for  thi s  Commi ssion  to  provide   f und i ng  support  to  independent 
operations.     If  we  are  to  achieve  economies  through 
coordination,    it  will  be  essential   to  have  one  brokerage  and 
one  operation  in  order   to  obtain  full  utilization  of  equipment 
and  personnel.     He  said  that  there  should  be  the  potential  to 
bargain  for  greater  discounts  on  taxi   script  as  we   increase  the 
demand  for   taxi  service. 

President  Lenvin  thanked  the  staff  and  the  Paratransit  Transit 
Coordinating  Council   for   their  report.

Mr ,   Nothenberg  character i zed  the  proposed   increase  to  the  budget  as 
being  either  adjustments  to  this  year's  base  budget,  annualization 
of  programs  which  began  in  the  current  year  or  new  requests ,  He 
said  that   the  proposed  budget   for  the  bureaus   in  1984-85   is  $24.1 
million,   without  salary  standardization,    compared  to  $19.7  million 
thi s  year ,     He  pointed  out   that  there  will  be  a  r eallocat ion  of  the 
bureaus'   costs  between  the  operating  departments  due  to  findings 
related  to  the  water  rate  settlement. 

Regarding  annua 1 i zat ion  of  costs  related  to  cable  car  fare 
collections  and  printing  of  tickets,    the  budget   increase  was 
approved  with  the  understanding  that  staff  would  look  into 
contract ing  the   fare  col lect ion   function  and  would  reduce  the 
request   for   ticket  printing  when  a  revised  estimate  was  available.

Commissioner  Sanger  questioned  the  projected  decrease   in  fare 
revenues.     Mr.  Nothenberg  replied  that   the  projections  may  be  on  the 
conservative  side  but  they  are  based  upon  the  estimates  of  the 
Financial  Analysis  Section  regarding  ridership  patterns,  actual 
collections  this   fiscal  year,   diminished  by  discontinuance  of  the 
cable  car  alternative  and   including  putting  the  cable  cars  on  line 
and  encompassing  the  slow  decline   in  collect  ions  over   the  last  few 
years . 

President  Lenvin  expressed  concern  about  having  enough  maintenance 
employees  at  the  new  Army  Street  Facility  to  maintain  the  lift 
equipment  that  will  be  on  the  new  buses.     Ms.  Ann  Branston,  Deputy 
General  Manager,    Equipment  Maintenance,   Municipal  Railway,  replied 
that  there  are  positions   in  the  current  budget  which  have  not  been 
filled.     She  said  that  staff  plans  to  use  contractual  services  for 
this   function.     In  addition,   Mr.   Geissenheimer ,   General  Manager, 
Municipal  Railway,    said  that  the  manufacturer  will  be  involved 
during  the  warranty  period.

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 


Highlights 

January  1983  was  the  driest  January  of  record  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  and  Cherry 
Valley;  January  precipitation  was  only  0.21  inches  and  0.30,  respectively.  Normal 
precipitation  for  Hetch  Hetchy  is  normally  5.73  inches  and  for  Cherry  is  9.51 
inches. 


Precipitation  through  February  21,  1984  has  exceeded  the  normal  seasonal  total  for 
both  watersheds  however.    The  California  Department  of  Water  Resources  February  1 
runoff  forecast  is  predicting,  based  on  100$  precipitation  from  February  1  to  June 
1,   118?  of  runoff  for  the  Tuolumne  River  basin.    We  should  fill  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  and  Lake  Eleanor;  filling  of  Lake  Lloyd  is  dependent  upon  the  future  power 
draft  and  how  much  additional  precipitation  the  watershed  receives. 


One  of  the  power  transformers  at  Holm  Powerhouse  used  for  linking  Generator  No.  2  to 
the  high-voltage  transmission  system  failed  on  the  morning  of  February  16,  1984. 
The  cause  appears  to  be  a  breakdown  of  insulation  in  parts  of  the  winding.  This 
transformer  was  replaced  on  February  19  with  the  spare  transformer  which  had  been  in 


service  at  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  higher  generation 
at  Holm  Powerhouse.    Meanwhile,  the  Kirkwood  transformer  which  had  been  undergoing 
repairs  is  at  the  final  stage  of  repairs  and  will  be  able  to  resume  service  on  or 
about  February  24,   1984.     At  that  time,  total  system  generation  will  again  be  on 
schedule. 

Steps  are  under  consideration  for  repairing  the  damaged  Holm  transformer  as 
expeditiously  as  possible- 

During  the  month  of  January,  the  Motive  Power  Division  delivered  6,074,800 
kilowatthours  of  energy  to  the  Municipal  Railway.    This  is  an  increase  of  7.4 
percent  in  power  consumption  for  the  same  month  last  year. 

HETCH  HETCHY  OPERATIONS 
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Water  Regulation  and  Transmission 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  average 
daily  delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  during  January  remains  at  approxi- 
mately 80  mgd  by  the  use  of  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No,  2.

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  January,  Moccasin,  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm  Power- 
houses generated  44.880,  58,996  and  105-818  million  kilowatthours ,  respectively,  for 
a  total  of  209.694  million  kilowatthours,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $7,800,000. 
This  revenue  reflects  both  the  actual  sale  during  the  month  of  some  50.7  million 
kilowatthours  and  the  potential  sale  of  some  24.6  million  kilowatthours  to  the 
assigned  industrial  customers  at  markets  rates.

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

February  precipitation  was  about  normal  for  the  month.    Seasonal  precipitation  from 
July  1,  1983  to  date  has  already  exceeded  the  annual  average  for  a  period  covering 
July  1  through  June  30. 

The  runoff  forecast,  based  on  normal  precipitation  after  March  1,  is  for  an  inflow 
of  350,000  acre-feet  into  Lakes  Lloyd  and  Eleanor  and  680,000  acre-feet  into  Hetch 
Hetchy  Reservoir.    These  estimates  are  112  percent  of  the  fifty-year  averages  for 
the  watersheds.    Both  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake  Eleanor  will  fill  and  spill  again  this 
year.    Lake  Lloyd,  however,  will  fall  short  of  filling. 


During  the  month  of  February,  the  Motive  Power  Division  delivered  5,936,200 
kilowatthours  of  energy  to  the  Municipal  Railway.    This  is  an  increase  of  10.8 
percent  in  power  consumption  for  the  same  month  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  MANAGER 
Highway  Patrol  Inspection 

Mr.   Rudolf  Nothenberg,   General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reported 
that  the  recent   inspection  of  the  diesel   fleet  by  the  State  Highway 
Patrol  was  quite   favorable.     In  addition,   he  said  that  missed  runs 
are  down  significantly,   and  at  the  same  time  road  calls  are  down. 

Extension  of  CalTrain 

Mr.   Burch  Bachtold,    District   IV  Director,    Department  of 
Transportation,    State  of  California,   described  the  plan  to  extend 
the  peninsula  rail  service  from  4th  and  Townsend  Streets  to  downtown 
San  Francisco,    to  a  new  underground  terminal  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
existing  Transbay  Terminal.     He  said  that  if  CalTrain  could  double 
its  ridership  during  the  peak  period,   people  could  be  delivered  into 
San  Francisco  at  a  rate  which  would  be  equivalent  to  an 
uncons true ted   freeway ,     Studies  show  that  the  single  most  important 
thing  to  increase  ridership  is  to  provide  an  uninterrupted  ride  into 
the  downtown  area.     If  service   is  extended  to  the  proposed  terminal 
more  than  80  percent  of  the  riders  will  be  within  walking  distance 
of  their  destination. 

In  response  to  questions  by  the  Commission,   Mr.   Bachtold  said  that 
the  cost  of  the  project  is  $300  million,   which  is  a   fraction  of  what 
it  would  cost  to  build  another  north/south   freeway  between  San 
Francisco  and  San  Jose.     He  estimated  that  the  project  could  be 
completed  in  5  to  7  years. 

Cable  Car  Startup 

Mr.   Harold  Geissenheimer ,   General  Manager,   Municipal  Railway, 
reported  that  a  California  line  cable  car  will  be  towed  over  the 
track  and  the  installation  of  cable  will  begin  this  weekend. 
Operator  training  will  begin  the  third  week  of  April.  Limited 
service  starting  on  the  California  line  will  begin  June  1,    1984  on  a 
10-minute  headway  from  6:00  A.M.   to  10:00  P.M.     The  interim 
alternative  service  will  end  June  19,    1983.     On  June  20,    1984  the 
system  will  be  shut  down  for   final   inspection,     June  21,    1984  will 
be  the  official  opening  of  the  complete  system .     During  the  test 
period  passengers  will  be  allowed  to  ride  with  payment  of  fare.

Section  2.1  of  the  Regulations  defines  office  uses.  The 
gener  al  definition  of  office  use  appear  s  in  Section  2, 1(a). 
Section  2.1(b)  as  it  formerly  provided  first  makes  clear   that  a 
part  of  a  building  may  be  deemed  an  office  use  even  though  it  is 
not  the  predominant  use  in  the  building,  structure  or  portion 
thereof. 

Section  2.1(b)  as  it  formerly  provided  then  provides  that 
the  space  devoted  to  the  management  or  administration  of  certain 
types  of  uses  is  not  to  be  included  in  the  definition  of  office 
use.  The  regulation  provides  that  "Office  use  does  not  include 
space  devoted  to  the  management/administration  of  the  following 
non-office  uses  located  in  the  same  str  uctur  e ,  or  bu  i Iding ,  or 
por  tion  ther  eof .     [ Emphasis  added . ] " 

Section  2.1(b)  as  it  formerly  provided  was  intended  to 
relax  the  general  rule  that  all  office  uses  are  subject  to  the 
Fee  by  excluding  office  space  that  is  ancillary  to  or  an  integral 
part  of  a  non  office  use. 

As  used  in  th is  Section ,  the  ter m  "non-office"  is  intended 
to  speak  generally  of  those  types  of  uses  that  are  not  deemed 
office  uses;  the  administrative  offices  associated  with  these 
uses  are  not  subject  to  the  Fee.  For  example,  a  hotel  has 
administrative  offices  in  it.  Since  the  hotel  is  a  transient 
lodging ,  then  the  suite  of  offices  housing  administration  and 
management  of  the  hotel  would  not  be  deemed  an  office  use. 


However,  when  a  building  is  devoted  to  office  uses,  oc  a 
portion  of  the  building  is  devoted  to  office  uses,  all  space 
allocated  to  that  office  use  shall  be  included.     As  provided  in 
Section  2.3  of  the  Regulations,  defining  "gross  square  feet  of 
office  use,"  the  area  subject  to  the  Fee  includes  "the  total 
square  feet  of  space  or  gross  floor   area  in  a  building  or  within 
a  structure  devoted  to  office  use  as  specified  in  these 
regulations  including  any  comraon  areas  exclusively  serving  office 
use  and  not  serving  any  other  use  (such  as  retail,  manufacturing, 
etc.)." 

Hence,  if  an  office  has  a  room  in  which  computers  used  as 
part  of  the  operation  of  the  office  are  located,  that  room  shall 
be  included  in  the  calculation  of  the  gross  square  footage  for 
the  purpose  of  calculating  the  applicable  Fee. 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  parking  space  be  considered  in 
calculating  the  gross  square  floor  area  for   the  purpose  of 
calculating  the  Fee. 

Section  2.1(b)  of  the  regulations  has  been  amended  by  the 
Commission  to  delete  the  terms  "non-office  uses"  so  as  to  clarify 
the  intention  of  the  Commission  as  expressed  in  this 
interpretative  resolution.

Section  2.3  of  the  Regulations  is  designed  to  assist  the 
staff  in  calculating  the  gross  square  footage  subject  to  the 
Fee.     The  Regulation  provides  that  where  a  structure  contains 
more  than  one  principal  use,   "the  areas  cominon  to  two  or  more 
uses,  such  as  lobbies,  stairs,  elevators,  restrooms  and  other 
ancillary  spaces  included  in  gross  floor  area  that  are  not 
exclusively  assigned  to  one  use  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
two  or  more  uses  in  accordance  with  the  relative  amounts  of  gross 
floor   area,  excluding  such  [common  area]   space,  in  the  structure 
or  on  any  floor  thereof  directly  assignable  to  each  use." 

The  question  of  determining  and  apportioning  common  area 
only  arises  when  the  building  involved  has  more  than  one  use. 
After  a  separate  determination  of  gross  square  footage  of  office 
use  has  been  made,  the  gross  floor   area  taken  up  by  lobbies, 
stairs,  etc.  will  be  divided  up  between  office  uses  and 
non-office  uses  in  the  building,  based  upon  the  percentage  of  the 
total  floor  area   (excluding  the  lobbies,  stairs,  etc., 
themselves)  each  use  occupies.     The  percentage  of  the  common 
areas  assigned  to  office  use  will  be  subject  to  the  Fee.  (These 
calculations  are  distinct  from  the  determination  of  whether  space 
devoted  to  accessory  functions,  such  as  a  telephone  room,  is  to 
be  included  in  the  calculation  of  gross  square  footage  of  office 
use .  ) 


Apportionment  is  based  only  upon  the  division  between 
principal  uses  in  a  structure.     A  use,  such  as  storage,  may  be 
ancillary  in  one  structure,  and  principal  in  another.     If  a 
moving  company  occupies  half  of  a  building  and  offices  occupy  the 
other  half,  the  company's  storage  space  is  a  principal  use;  the 
offices  and  half  of  the  common  lobby  would  be  subject  to  the 
Fee.     However,  if  an  office  building  has  storage  space  for 
tenants  in  the  basement,  that  storage  is  not  a  principal  use. 
Since  the  the  office  use  is  the  only  principal  use  in  the 
building,  there  is  no  common  area  apportionment  and  the  entire 
lobby  is  considered  part  of  the  office  use. 

Parking  space  in  a  structure  receives  a  slightly  different 
treatment  under  the  Ordinance.     Where  the  parking  facilities  in  a 
structure  are  ancillary  to  the  principal  uses  of  the  building  and 
not  in  and  of  themselves  principal  uses,  the  square  footage 
devoted  to  parking  shall  not  be  considered  in  apportioning  the 
common  areas  for   determining  what  amount  is  included  in  the  gross 
square  area  for   the  purpose  of  computing  the  fee. 

When  the  parking  facilities  in  a  structure  containing 
office  uses  are  a  principal  or  conditional  use  under   the  City 
Planning  Code,  then  the  parking  shall  be  a  principal  use  for  the 
purpose  of  apportioning  common  areas  among  office  use  and  non 
office  uses,  including  parking.

Item  No.   9  --  Status  report  on  the  Bayshore  Corridor  Study 

Mr.  Douglas  Wright,    Director  of  Planning  and  Development,  stated 
that  the  purpose  of  the  study  is  to  identify  transit  needs   in  the 
corridor,   to  plan  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Mission  Bay  Development 
and  to  better  understand  the  extension  of  Muni  Metro  to  4th  and 
Townsend  Streets . 

Mr.   Bob  Harrison,    consultant,   defined  the  corridor  with  the  use  of 
maps,   as  bordered  by  Townsend  Street  on  the  north  side,    the  City 
line  on  the  south,   and  from  the  freeway  and  Visitacion  Valley  on  the 
west  to  the  bay.     He  said  that  the  study  looked  at   future  transit 
alternatives  based  upon  the  employment  and  housing  emphases   in  the 
area  —  Mission  Bay  to  the  north  and  the  Candlestick  site  and 
Executive  Park  to  the  south.     Four  levels  of  transit  service  were 
identified:   1)   existing  Muni  and  Caltrain  service;    2)   extension  of 
Muni  Metro  using  existing  street  right-of-way;    3)   extension  of  Muni 
Metro  on  a  separate  right-of-way,   parallel  to  Caltrain;   and  4) 
regional  rapid  transit  which  would  replace  Caltrain  service. 

Mr.   Dean  Macris,    Director  of  City  Planning,    stated  that  there  are 
many  unknowns  at  this  time.     He  cited  the  Mission  Bay  Project.  As 
proposed,  he  said,    that  the  split  of  58,000   jobs  to  7,500  housing 
units,    is  unworkable.     He  said,   that  the  City  is  looking  for  a 
surplus  of  housing  in  the  Mission  Bay  Project.     Regarding  a  new 
stadium,   which  will  pose  a  transit  requirement,  he  said,    that  China 
Basis  is  a  potential  area.     However,    if  a  new  stadium  is  built,  the 
question  remains  what  happens  to  the  Candlestick  Park  area. 

No  action  was  taken  on  this  item. 


Item  No.   12  —  Regarding  a  proposed  roadway  connection  between 
Crestview  Drive,    San  Carlos  and  Interstate  280. 

Mr.  Warren  H.   Shafer,   City  Manager,   City  of  San  Carlos,   stated  that 
the  City  of  San  Carlos  will  use  its  Police  and  Fire  Departments  for 
patrol  and   fire  protection  of  the  Vista  Point  area.     Regarding  the 
Commission's  earlier  concern  about  the  movement  of  wild  life,  Mr. 
Shafer   said,    that   the   State  Fish  and  Game  has   indicated  that  a 
tunnel  under  the   freeway  would  be  an  adequate  mitigation  measure. 
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Finally  he   said   that   the   impact   of  allowing   this  access   is  a 
reduction  of  2.8  million  miles  driven  per  year.     By  estimating  15 
miles  per  gallon  of   fuel,    this  would  be  a  savings  of  190,000  gallons 
of   fuel  per  year . 


Mr.  Bob  Sands,  Director  of  Public  Works,  San  Mateo  County  and  Mayor 
Victor  Stoltz  of  the  City  of  San  Carlos,  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
proposed  roadway. 

Commissioner  Sanger  pointed  out  that  the  draft  environmental  impact 
report  did  not   indicate  the  traffic  impact  on  the  access  road.  He 
said  that  the  proposed  roadway  appears  to  be  one  lane   in  each 
direction.     Traffic   is  estimated  to  be  3,000  vehicles  per  day.  That 
would  probably  be  300-400  vehicles  in  the  peak  hour,   peak  direction, 
which  would  be  the  capacity  of  the  roadway. 

Commissioner  Sanger  said  that  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  the  Commission  cannot  act  on  this  matter  until  either  a 
certified  environmental   impact  report  or  a  certified  negative 
declaration  is  received.     This  matter  was  continued   for  compliance 
with  CEQA.

size  posters  on  the  curb  side  of  the  MUNI  vehicles.     After  a 
three  month  trial,  we  strongly  believe  that  the  program  will  be 
successful . 

Elimination  of  one  of  the  two  posters  on  the  side  of  the  vehicles 
and  replacing  it  with  a  standard  king-size  poster  reduces  the 
cluttered  appearance  of  the  vehicles.     This  creates  a  more 
visually  appealing  image,   thereby  increasing  demand. 

The  queen-size  posters  are  less  in  demand  in  the  Bay  Area  and 
other  major  transit  systems,  while  the  king-size  posters  are 
the  more  accepted  size  within  the  advertising  ^^^^I^^J-^^ '  „^ 
the  demand  for  them  in  San  Francisco  has  increased  "»°"thly.  We 
propose  to  install  king-size  poster  frames  on  all  new  equipment 
Whenever  possible.     Although  there  will  be  fewer  advertising 
frtmir available,  we  can  project  that  this  program  can  increase 
revenues  by  at  least  $325,000  annually. 

We  hope  that  the  commission  will  approve  this  proposal  so  that 
we  may  begin  installing  the  king-size  poster  frames  prior  to  the 
Democratic  National  Convention.

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

The  California  Department  of  Water  Resources'  April  1,   1984  forecast  is  for  100 
percent  of  normal  snowmelt  runoff  during  April  through  July  for  the  Tuolumne 
watershed.    With  the  exception  of  the  Mount  Shasta  drainage  in  the  far  northern 
portion  of  the  state,  this  is  the  highest  percentage  for  any  watershed  in 
California.     It  is  a  certainty  that  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  and  Lake  Eleanor  will 
spill  later  this  spring,  and  Lake  Lloyd  will  probably  fill  to  within  10  percent  of 
capacity  during  June. 

During  the  month  of  March,  the  Motive  Power  Division  delivered  6,402,000 
kilowatthours  of  energy  to  the  Municipal  Railway.    This  is  an  increase  of  13.3 
percent  in  power  consumption  for  the  same  month  last  year.

WHEREAS,  The  90"  Siphon  is  necessary  for  the 
transportation  of  water  from  the  Hetchy  Hetchy  system  to  San 
Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Public  Utilities  Commission,  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  has  prepared  a  claim  for  federal  disaster 
assistance  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  to
